by vainly purſuing them: And this he 
was the rather induced to do, for fear 
leſt by breaking with Montalto, he ſhould 
thereby incite him to ſet up one who 
might eſpouſe contrary Intereſts to thoſe 
of his Catholick Majeſty.

Montalto's Intereſt, bargained with him, 
That if he were Pope, he would never raiſe 
to the Purple Hieronymo Matthei, a Ro- 
nam Biſhop, whom E/te mortally hated.

Sixtus s Simoniacal Entrance into the 
Chair being thus notorious to all the 
World, . it neceſſarily follows, that all the 

ded Cardinals of his Creation had 
no la vful Authority to act as ſuch; yet 
we ſind after his Death, that of ſifty- three 
Cardinals that made up the Conclave, 
twenty-five of his making bore the great. 
eſt ſway therein, who, under the Condud 
of Mertalte, Nephew to Sixtts, were 
the Authors of Urban the Seventh's E. 
lection. A few Days after, they did the 
like for Gregory the Fourteenth ; and 
next to him for Imocent the Ninth. But 
let any unprejudiced Romani/t. in the 
World judge of the: Validity of their E.

We tave already ſeen how 
that Party was in the Conclave of Clement 
the: Eighth, who was himſelf one of 
Sixtu3*s Creatures, and owed his Advance.

The Spaniards, tho they above all 
other Roman Catholicks, are the moſt 
Devored to the Holy See, were ſenſible 
enough of the Unlawfulneſs of Clements

Now I might carry down the ſame 
Argument to prove the Invalidity of the 
Election of all the ſucceeding Popes, but 
left it ſhould be worn thread-bare, the 
Conclave of this Clement has furniſhed us 
with a freſh one; but in the firſt place it 
will be convenient to premiſe, that accor- 
ding to the Canons, he that. hath the 
Suftrages of Two Parts. in Three of the 
Cardinals, ought: from that very Mo- 
meat to be accounted duly Elected ; and 
he that 1s ſet up during his Life, 1s no 
other than an Anti-pope. As for the Cere- 
monies of Inthroniſation, Adoration, or 
Kiſſing the Foot, they are no more than 
the Effects and Conſequences of a true 
Election, and no way Eſſential to it, 
which as the Canon, (I Nomine Domi- 
ni,) does allow, may be omitted, if op- 
poſed, either by Force or Cunning of any
